How to Avoid Common Errors 


Tlie period for llju filing uf income 


tax returns covering the calendar year 
1937 began January 1 and ends at mid- 
night of March 15, 1SI3S. To file early is 
of mutual benefit to the Government 
and the taxpayer. Within this period 
are filed annually millions of imh- 
vidual income-tax, returns, a large 
proportion of which report income 
subject to the lax. The hitter contain 
a considerable percentage of errors. 
which if iincoiTccted 
by the audit 


would result to the disadvantage of 
the taxpayer. Many are errors of com- 
putatiou easily discovered <m the face 
•?f the return, which usually is ac- 
companied by a payment of more than 
the amount of tax due. In other re- 
turns it is re.idily discernible that the 
taxpayer I.as failed to take advantage 
of the p(ir.vnia) exemption, credit :.!- 
lowed for dependents, or lU'iluelions 
from gross income to which lie us en- 
titled.

turns. Additional information, if need- 
ed, may be ohlaimd at the office of a 
collector of internal leveniic, deputy 
collector, or an internal revenue agent 
in charge.

LITTLE ROCK.—A petition is being 


drafted asking that the national Social 
Security Board permit the State Wel- 
fare Board to amend its personnel 
standards to permit appointment or 
retention of several county welfare 
employes who do not meet original 
requirements, 
Raymond 
Rebsamen, 


chairman of the state board, said Sat- 
urday night. 


Mr. Rebsamen said he received a 


letter from the chairman of the na- 
tional hoard several weeks ago, pro- 
testing several appointments which the 
national board contended did not meet 
minimum qualifications incorporated 
in the Arkansas administrative setup. 


Ed McDonald of Kansas City, re- 


gional director of the Social Security 
Board, was invited to attend the De- 
cember 30, meeting to discuss the pro- 
tested appointments, he said. At that 
time the board took no action on Mc- 
Donald's assertion that the approved 
personnel standards must be met. 


The personnel standards approximate 


state civil service qualifications and 
have tlie approval of the State Per- 
sonnel Division. Persons meeting min- 
imum qualifications would be subject 
o tappointmcnl regardless of their 
ranking in excess of the minimum. 
Under Civil Service regulations top- 
ranking eligible* are certified first.

LITTLE ROCK.—(/Pj—The Arkansas 


Supreme Court Monday took under 
consideration 
the petition of Lester 


Brockelhurst, under death sentence, 
for permission to seek a new trial on 
the question of his sanity, in Lonoke 
county. 


Attorneys asked the high court for 


a writ of error corani iiobis through 
which he could reappoa rin circuit 
court on the question of sanity only. 


The state court also held Monday 


that the Stale Commissioner of Educa- 
tion had authorit yto withhold appor- 
tionment of funds from school districts 
when those districts were in danger 
of defaulting on their bonds in the 
state revolving loan fund. 


The court held Section 15 of Act 162 


of 1937, which authorized such action, 
was not made inoperative by restric- 
tions expressed in the 1937 sales tax 
law.

WASHINGTON.-W)—The joint com- 


mittee seeking to compromise differ- 
ences between the senate and house 
farm bills struck a snag Monday over 
the cotton program. 


One of the conferees, declining the 


use of his name, said agreement might 
be delayed so long that the Department 
of Agriculture would have to continue 
its 1937 program into the cotton plant- 
ing program which will begin soon in 
some localities. 


The house appropriations committee 


recommended ?553,266,494 to finance the 
Navy in the coming fiscal year—an in- 
crease of ?26,723,186 over the current 
year. 


Mayor LaGuardia of New York City 


advocated a new federal works spend- 
ing program to meet the business re- 
cession. He also urged business to 
keep prices down as a boon to private 
spending. 


Both LaGuardia and Mayor Harold 


Burton of Cleveland, another witness 
before the senate unemployment com- 
mittee, urged an expansion of the 
WPA program to take care of all job- 
less employable in the nation. 


Rccd Nomination Up 


WASHINGTON.-^)-The senate ju- 


diciary subcommittee called a hearing 
Monday for Thursday on the nomin^a-' 
tion of Stanley F. Reed to the supreme 
court, to "see whether anyone wants 
to be heard."

WPA Refuses to 


Grant School Aid

Sharp Says 


LITTLE ROCK — Employment of 


S.826 teachers and 1,285 bus drivers and 
janitors in school districts in the state 
to maintain eight-month school erms 
would necessitate dismissal of approx- 
imately G.OOO Works Progress Admin- 
istration

Sharp, state administrator, said Sun- 
day night. 


Mr. Sharp gave that as his reason for 


disapproving an application of the 
state Department of Education for a 
grant of $301,925.25 to pay teachers, 
bus drivers and janitors. Formal ap- 
plication to the WPA for funds was 
made December 31. Tlie WPA has 
made grants to the state Department 
of Education for the past four years. 


Mr. Sharp informed Aubrey Wil- 


liams, deputy WPA administrator at 
Washington that he had disapproved 
the application. Whether additional 
funds will allocated rests with Mr. 
Williams, who will make the final 
decision. It was considered doubtful 
that additional funds would be made 
available. 


Mr. Sharp, in a letter to Mr. Wil- 


liams, explained his position in. the 
matter as follows: 


"1 have every sympathy for the con- 


dition of the schools within our state. 
However, approval of tlie request of 
the Education Department by the WPA 
would make it necessary for us im- 
mediately to make curtailment among 
the certified workers in order to ob- 
tain funds. 


"Due to the higher rates of pay in- 


volved, it would mean that we would, 
have to remove lw<. common laborers 
and their families, from relief rolls to 
employ one teacher. For this reason, 
we are transmitting the request of the 
state Departmen of Education to you 
with our disapproval.

SAGAS OF THE SKIES

Grinding Roughage 


Chopping or grinding roughage for 


livestock is not an economical practice. 


According to information received 


''•''in Malcolm Lyions, assistant animal 
nu.sl>jimlrn;m, University of Arkansas 
Oiliuse of Agriculture, research work 
has consistently shown that there is 
no advantage whatever is grinding or 
chopping R(l(,d quality roughage for 
livestock. On the other hand, when 
coarse roughage is used, the livestock 
will cat more of the coarse material 
when it is chopped or ground than 
when fed whole. However, this .small 
Siivin« in weight of feed is not accom- 
panied by a saving in feed vulue to the 
animal, because the coarse stemmy 
material, which livestock normally re- 
fuse, is very much lower in feed value 
than the fine stems and leafy portions 
of the plant. 


Mr. Lyions also said that research 


work has shown conclusively that 
there is no increase in digestibility or 
nutritive value as a result of chopping 
oi< grinding. 


Jf roughage is chopped or ground at 


the time of harvest, some saving may 
he made in storage space, Mr. Lyions 
said. However, it has recently been 
shown that roughage that is chopped 
or ground before storage loses Tls vita- 
min A jwtency much more rapidly

Pulpwood 


Although it is generally recommend- 


ed that pulpwood'salos bo made on the 


basis of the actual number of cords 
cut, it may be well to know in advance 
the number of cords of wood on a cer- 
tain area. 


An estimate or cruise should be 


made by H forester or timber estimator 
for any tract of more than 80 acres if 
there is a good stand of timber, 10 
cords or more per acre, on the tract, 
according to M R Brunei-, Extension 
forester, University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 


On a small tract, the estimating can 


be done when the stand is marked for 
cutting. At the same time, a record 
of the diameter at 4% feet above the 
ground, and the estimated 
usable 


height of the marked trees can be 
made. The diameters can be measur- 
ed either with a diameter tape or a 
pair of calipers, and the usable heights 
can, after a little practice, be estimated 
by eye, and tallied. 


After the area has been tallied, the 


cubic-foot volume for ach diameter- 
height class can be read from volume 
tables prepared by the U. S. Forest 
Service. The county agent can supply 
copies of tally sheets and volume 
tables.

Scientist Plans 


a Mile-Deep Dive 


Otis Barton to Explore the 


Bottom of Ocean in 


Chariot

NEW YORK.—One nuie down to the 


unknown floor of the sea is the goal 
set by Otis Barton, designer of the} 
bathysphere, for a new submarine ap- j 
parutus he is building. 


It will be on wheels and is called 


"Diphrobenth." Greek for "chariot of 
the bottom-." It is now in the blue- 
print stage at the Watson-Stillnian 
Hydraulic Co. plant. Rcselle, N. J.. 
builders of the bathysphere. In the 
earlier diving chamber Mr. Barton 
and Dr. William Bceb« descended half 
a mile in the ocean otf Bermuda, the 
world's record dive. 


"The diprobenth." Mr. Barton says. 


"is being built to explore the ocean 
bottom to a depth of over a mile—not 
to observe life in the mid-depth of the 
ocean far above the battom as was 
the bathysphere. On the bottom there 
is more unknown marin? life thin in 
mid-depth. It is the world's greatest 
mystery." 


To Koine a Camera 


To probe this mystery the diph- 


robenth will travel on three wheels 
over the bottom ooze and coral bumps. 
towed by a steel cable. From one of 
its two fused quartz eyes will project 
a powerful shaft of light. 


At the other will be a camera lens 


for a motion picture record. The char- 
iot's eyes are set back to prevent the 
windows from shattering in collision 
with a wreck or coral reef. 


By removing the camera and dim- 


ming the 2,000-watt bulb of the search- 
light one or two observers will be able 
to

6,000-Foot Cable 


The ocean off Bermuda again will 


be the setting for this ne\v and more 
spectacular 
venture in probing the 


mysteries of the deep. Dr. Beebe's 
heavy reel winch and other equip- 
ment used in the bathysphere dives 
are in storage there, and at St. George's 
there is an experienced 
crew, vet- 


erans of the Beebe-Barton expeditions. 
In addition, Mr. Barton explains, it is 
possible to reach deep water off Ber- 
muda by going out not more than 10 
miles. 


Like its predecessor, the new device 


will be lowered from a barge towed 
seaward by a tug. A 6,000 foot spliced 
caWe of -?i inch and Va inch steel will 
lower and pull the chariot on the 
ocean's floor. An electric cable will 
control camera and Light. 


Asked what dangers he might face 


if he removed the camera from the 
diphrobenth and descended as an ob- 
server in the sealed compartment, Mr. 
Barton said: 


"I would be in constant touch by 


telephone with those on the barge. If 
anything started to go wrong, I could 
signal it in time to be drawn up to 
safety. Of course, if the steel cable got 
tangled in a wreck, I might be down 
for good." 


To Go It Alone 


It is possible that Doctor Beebe may 


join the expedition when the diphro- 
benth begins its ocean-probing trundle, 
but for the time benig Mr. Barton js 
going it alone. The first descent of the 
sea chariot will take place without 
passenger, with the movie camera set 
to take pictures when the bottom is 
reached. 


The diphrobenth. made of welded 


steel, will be able to withstand a pres- 
sure of 2,650 pounds per square inch 
6,000 feet down. Its weight in the water 
will be 1,000 pounds. <The submerged 
bathysphere weighed a ton.i The in- 
ternal diameter of the new diving ap- 
aratus will be -IS'/i inches, with an air 
capacity of 35 cubic feet. An air con- 
diitioning plant will provide oxygen 
for respiration and absorb excess mois- 
ture. 


Precausions have been taken in the 


design to prevent the electric cable 
from being forced inside by sea pres- 
sure, which occurred in the bathy- 
sphere in June, 1930, endangering Mr. 
Barton and Doctor Beebe. The elec- 
tric cable will enter the steel ball 
through tapered insulators. 


For Science's Sake 


Mr. Barton estimates the total costs 


of building i.ud launching the diphro- 
benth as follows: 36,000 for construc- 
tion, $500 for transportation, and $2,500 
for the expedition. 


''Unfortunately," he says, "there is 


no commercial angle in this. I wish 
there were. It's in the realm of pure 
science, I'm afraid." 


A bald, oldish young man of 38 he 


talks intensely with a rush of words, 
sketching aspects of the diphrobenth 
as he talks. He is afraid you won't
